To­ 
day there are over 63,000 postoffice^

branches of the postoffice 
depart­ 


ment throughout this country 
ovef| 
200,000 men and women. 
The ex-| 
pense to the government for running \ 
the postoffice department in all Its J 
branches, 
including .transportation 
of mail, amounted last year in round 
figures to $208,000,000. 
The postal 
revenues from all sources amounted 
to $191,500,000. leaving a deficit of 
over $16,000,000. 
Most any corpor­ 
ation or individual would quit bust. 
ness with such a state of affairs ex­ 
isting, but not sa with the postoffice 
department. 
They keep 
right on 
doing business. 
Not only that, the 
service is being improved from year 
to year which should be appreciated 
by every American citizen. 
“Today, with our letter carrier ser­ 
vice in the cities and the rural free 
delivery in the country, civilization 
and education are carried to the very 
doors of our people. The great ma­ 
chinery of the postal service of the 
United States is adjusted with such 
wonderful skill that the people hard­ 
ly think about it and are hardly con­ 
scious of its enormous advantages, 
because of the perfection of its or­ 
ganization and of its management. 
1 merchandise which costs Ic an ounce, 
the moment you close or seal that 
package so it can not ho inspected,

Second class matter in a1 lidos news­ 
papers and other publications bear­ 
ing notice of entry as second class 
matter, and it is mailed by tho pub­ 
lishers at Ic per pound. Newspapers 
and magazines when sent by other 
than publishers are mailable at Ic 
for 4 ounces, up to 4 pounds. 
“Third class matter costs Ic for 
each two ounces, or fraction thereof. 
Full prepayment is required. The lim­ 
it of weight is 4 pounds, except it be 
a single book. A book can weigh 6, 7 
or 8 pounds, and it is permitted to 
go through the mail, but no other 
article can be sent through the mails 
weighing more than 4 pounds. Un­ 
der the head of third class matter, 
you mail books, circulars, calendars, 
photographs and miscellaneous print­ 
ed matter.

China. To most all foreign countries, 
the postage on first class matte- is 
5c for the first ounce or less, and 3c 
for each additional ounce or fraction 
thereof. 
“Recently an agreement was made 
with Germany whereby letters can 
be sent to and from Germany at a 
rate of 2c an ounce under certain 
conditions. A letter addressed to Ger­ 
many with a two cent stamp will only 
be dispatched on ships going direct 
from the United States to German 
ports. In that way, your letter may 
be delayed very often, but lf your

Troubles With Post Pawls. 
We have more trouble with postal 
cards than with any other kind

general public seems to be 
getting 
more careless right along regarding 
mail matter. . 
Here is a card addressed to “Mrs. 
Whiprud, North 
Dakota.” 
North 
Dakota is a pretty large state, and 


it is rather hard to guess just where 
or in w hich town the lady lives. This 
card you will notice was mailed here 
in La Crosse with greetings to Mrs. 
Whiprud. 
When the writer of tnis 
card meets Mrs. Whiprud and finds 
she did not receive the greetings the 
La Crosse postoffice and the postal 
service iii general will catch it lie 
doubt good and hard. 
No fault ol 
the service at all. 
Here is a card mailed in Chicago 
addressed to “ La Crosse. Wisconsin.” 
La Crosse has nearly 35,000 people 
— rather hard to decide just wrho the 
card is intended for. 
This 
card 
comes from one of the largest banks 
in Chicago, addressed to “La Crosse 
Wis.” and asking about a cash Hen 
of $S12.96, and yet the clerk win 
sent it was careless enough not t< 
put on a complete address, showing 
absolutely how careless people are 
in addressing mail matter. 
Here you wi'l notice a card wit! 
a I cent stamp on enclosed in 
oui 
of these transparent envelopes. 
Tin 
fact that the stamp is on the insicb 
of the envelope, it can not be recog 
nized as postage. 
Always place th< 
stamp on the outside of the envelope 
There is writing on this card whicl 
makes it first class matter, and a :

She has a way. a feminine, 
fascinating way. of absorbing a fashion 
and in tho corsets women have designed 
models that make any figure conform 
with the prosent-day fashion. 
Corset- 
leres have had a thrilling year. and an 
opportunity to give free reign to their 
Inspiration. 
AU sorts of experiments 
have been made in the Interests of the 
Dlrectoire or even the tube figure, and 
while the hips have been savagely a t ­ 
tacked, the new models as a whole have 
tended toward comfort, for a decrease 
In numbers of bones and steels has 
marked^ the experiment, m any of the 
sm artest French models being so slightly 
boned that they allow surprisingly free 
play to the torso muscles 
The straight 
front line has allowed w aist expansion, 
and models opening in front or without 
stiff front steels have given the digestive 
organs more than usual chance to fulfill 


their functions. '* But whether or not a 
woman goes in for corset extremes, as 
Illustrated in borings and fastenings, 
she at leas: has been forced to adopt the 
long corse; if she attem pts to wear the 
fashionable frocks. 
A short corbet tig h t­ 
ly draw n around the hips, and conse­ 
quently .showing a roll of flesh where 
It ends, or a corset whose heavy lower 
edfe makes a line around the hips where 
the dress skirt clings most smoothly, is 
out of the question. 
The corset bones 
must, perforce, stop short of the comfort 
line, but the corset material, skillfully 
cut and fitted, Is continued quite past the 
hip curve. 
Sometimes the length is ex­ 
aggerated. sometimes It Is reasonable; 
but In any event It passes the curve of 
the hips and 
its lower line Is lost in the 
looser 
folds of the dress skirt. This 
corset 
must, of course, be held down 
smoothly by several sets of garters, if 
It does not, as in certain French models, 
merge 
Into well-fitted knickers. 
The 
greatest care m ust be taken to have the 
back lacing adjust the corset smoothly, 
for the back, of the Dlrectoire sk irt In 


g supple material shows a lumpiness op 
heavy line in the underwear alm ost a s 
quickly as the hips. 
For the reason 
many corsetieres urge the front lace 
corsets, whose back lines may be fitted 
with perfect smoothness and remain un­ 
changed. 
All corsets now., as well a t 
gowns, m ust be fitted with the w earer 
standing and Bitting. 
The corset of to­ 
day takes care with perfect satisfaction 
of every po nton of the Agura with the 
possible exception of the limbs. 'Some ce 
the corset models atef slit on either side 
of the front steel, the sk irt over the 
hips and Ie ga being long and fastened 
with. garters. 
Other models are silt 
In the back awd fastened with fanged 
garters, which will spread when seated. 
A nother Idea ts shown with. a gusset of 
silk elastic on. either side, which allows 
the sk irts of the corset to epte&d. 
In 
all the spring models the buat is lower 
with as little spread as-pcssible, th e w aist 
should be round, the hips straight, front 
and back straight, and th ere should bg 
no evidence o f the abdomen.

W hen making a skirt, remember a 
skirt, even when properly made, will 
sag in the wesring. 
This is caused by 
the many bias lines. 
To avoid this, 
choose, lf possible, a skirt pattern with 
m any gores, especially lf the skirt is 
to fie worn continuously for street or 
office wear. 
The gored skirts are more 
fashionable this season, anyway 
The 
many seams give added strength to the 
skirt, and the bias edge on the bottom is 
not wide enough to cause any serious 
damage from sagging, and es a rule will 
not fall in ugly lines 
In cutting oi/l a 
skirt pattern there is alw ays one gore 
which follows the line of the selvage, 
and the opposite side of the gore is bias 
In joining the gores together one blas 
edge m ust alw ays be sewed against one 
s tra ig h t edge to prevent the skirt from 
sagging. 
W ith the skirts that have a 
center seam In front and that -are cut 
to hang straigh t from a line three or 
four inches above the top of the waist, 
there is a pad attachm ent Just In front. 
It is made of cotton and Inclosed In the 
lining m aterial, so that the Inside of 
the sk irt will look neat. 
It is about 
fo u r Inches long and two Inches wide, 
and runs down th e center seam directly 
over tho w aist line. 
It keeps the skirt 
from oinking In. which Is alw ays inar­ 
tistic. 
A m ateurs do not alw ays know 
this trick, and the wonder why It is they 
cannot alw ays keep tke center front of

daintily trimmed with lace. 
The flounce 
Ie Joined to the petticoat proper- by a 
band of embroidery or a ribbon threaded 
beading 
From the front of the Empire 
waistline a ribbon extends over each 
shoulder to the back of the waistline, 
thus assuring the wearer that the skirt 
will not slip out of place 
The hipless skirts and high waistline, 
the close fit of dress skirts demand a 
form-fitting petticoat with much more 
exactness in cut than ever before. 
The 
new designs are w ith . the adjustable 
bands and there is also a great demand 
for those with the draw strings. They 
are made on closer fitted lines with Just 
the desired fullness in the back and 
little difficulty is experienced In a d ju st­ 
ing them to the figure, so that they give 
perfectly flat line* 
W ith tailored suits 


the more simple designs are naturally 
favored. 
Silks of the softer character 
will be most popular this Spflng and the 
rustling taffetas will come next In favor 
Satin surfaced materials, which have 
been so popular the suason Just past, will 
carry over to the early Spring and for 
Easter wear 
Messallnea will also be 
used, but it is found that they are not 
particularly 
practical or durable. 
In 
taffetas plain colors will have the prefer­ 
ence though stripes and floral designs 
are also shown In great variety.

of the stripes are three-quarters of an 
Inch in width and show combinations of 
harmonious colors 
In cotton garm ents the Imitation silk

ticoats must also be form fitting and are 
made on tailored lines with a subdued 
embroidered flounce.

Today he can se­ 
lect his suit or top coat with pattern 
end texture as the prime consideration, 
and be secure that he is not going to 
clash w ith conservative refinement, for 
the unique clothes are the exception 
rath er than the rule. 
Unquestionably 
the college man will not accept his 
clothes with these conservative modifica­ 
tions. and for his pleasure and radical­ 
ism there are many good lines to be had 
embodying touches that will appeal to

To the m ajority of men. how­ 
ever. who want the more conservative 
clothes authorised this season, let us 
say th at the shapes of the coats are 
marked by their plainness, the lapels and 
collars will be moderate, the shoulders 
natural, tho cuffs freer from button dec­ 
oration. and there is a noticeable absence 
of stitching on the coats. 
Vests will be 
either three or four-button effects, w ith­ 
out flaps or pockets. 
Trousers will be 
French peg for young men. narrowing in 
contour for older men 
A self turn-up 
of two and a half Inches la proper. The 
spring overcoats are chiefly skeleton ef­ 
fects, w ithout linings. 
These are cut 
boxy, and the fashionable lengths are 40, 
42 and 44 inches 
In suits, fancy cass!- 
meres seem to be* featured, and it is 
thought they will be in favor during the 
early months. 
W orsteds and velours 
will also be very strong before the negli­ 
gee period, and then flannels, serges, 
cheviots and homespuns will In a m eas­ 
ure supplant them. 
O rsys and greens 
will be the most popular tones in pro­ 
nounced stripes, shadow effects and all­ 
over solid shades and harm onising con­ 
trasts. 
Browns will be next in popular­ 
ity. and then will come myrtles, tans 
and black and white stripes and mix­ 
tures.

8ome of the novel ideas

In the suits for formal evening wear 
there is now a conception showing ivory 
buttons instead of the conventional silk 
covered buttons. 
This su it is made of 
Oxford grey m aterial. 
There are also 
effects In this same garm ent shown in 
black or blue herringbone fabric and 
the lapels are faced with black silk of 
the same herringbone design. 
Another 
dress suit is shown In dark green un­ 
finished worsted. 
In the dinner coats 
there are some very radical departures. 
One Is noteworthy from the fact that It 
has an extrem ely long shawl collar with 
but on# button. 
Some of these are In 
black and some In Oxford grey. Another 
dinner coat has a notched collar with 
tho two-button effect 
Still another, la 
elaborately trim m ed with soutache braid 
along th# outer edge of the black silk 
lapel facing. 
In the ordinary business 
PT day stilts, or rather the out-of-the- 
ordinary day sutta, there la a new model 
of sack coat made w ithout any pockets 
at ail. 
It is close fitting and has a de­ 
cided dip in the front. 
I t is made fly 
front and when buttoned looks very odd 
from the fact that no buttons are seen 
on It at all. 
Another sack suit is made 
with a shawl collar, has no breast pocket 
and the side pockets arc slashed verti­ 
cally.

Black broad­ 
cloth, unfinished worsted or fine granite 
cloth are tim proper m aterials 
Some 
extremists have made an effort to launch 
greys, blues and brown dress clothes, 
but they have never been accepted as 
good form • sr good style. 
Also avoid 
such singularities as velvet collars and 
ruffs or white gaiters as have at times 
bean attempted.

The gloves should be of white 
glace with self embroidery on becks or 
white- reindeer.

Tremendously large all-over 
effects In fruits and flowers Is a decided­ 
ly ultra fashion that is quits attractive, 
though loud, and is somewhat subdued 
In some of the Usa by the use of soft 
color tones ss a conciliation for the ab­ 
normal pattern* One of these In particu­ 
lar shows huge bunches of grapes done 
in canary yellow; this is ons of the very 
loudest of theee conceptions. 
Another 
tie has splashes of gold In the weave* 
giving the effect of gold nugget* An­ 
other rather handsome idea Is a vine 
effect in brown and green treatment. 
Some of the shope are showing canary 
colored French flannel shirt* also others 
in dove gray and trying shades of brown 
and heliotrope. 
These srs shown both 
in solid colors sad stripe* Some pique 
and lines shirts srs shown with profuse 
pleating, one model presenting about IOO 
pleat* one and one-eighth of an inch 
wide, across the bosom. 
Many of the 
dress shirts show exceedingly large 
monograma la colors embroidered on the 
left sleeve* Hitherto these monograms 
were only permitted in whit* Some of 
the dress shirts ace mads of self-striped 
linen with sprays ct flowers embroidered 
in white down the front on the strip 
in which the stud holes srs worked.

It 
ie a sort of glorified pump for inclement 
weather. 
These are alto shown In both 
tan and patent leather shoos with gray 
felt top* 
Walking sticks have returned to pop­ 
ularity and many novel carvings and 
shapes are shown. Some are shown with 
three aide* others with four, Av* six. 
seven and even eight sides. 
Ivory on 
the head* carved over Pimento, Malacca 
and snakewood, are extensively shown.

rom) all present Indications 
and advancs Information, this 
Is destined to be a season of 
blah colors In waistcoats. Not 
necessarily loud in dcslffn, but 
•pronounced in color treatment 
by shading nether than patterning. It Is 
decreed that th# waistcoats should be of 
a lighter shade than the suit, but of the 
same material. The lines of the garment 
are not much different than those of 
last season, all being of the full chested 
models, and the majority are collarless. 


This Is especially true In single breasted 
styles, though In the double breasted 
models the collar and lapel effects are 
more ofttn shown. The single breasted 
waistcoats will unquestionably be more 
.worn, and It is stated they are more 
In fashion by those who are censors of 
such things. The flv>e-button effects are 
quite popular, but the three and four- 
button styles are shown more consist­ 
ently in the expensive lines.

A novelty In waistcoats or golfing vests 
that la finding favor In college towns la 
to havs th# colors and class year em­ 
broidered over the heart This Is also 
becoming popular st boat clubs, and In

shown.. In golf vasts, tha smblem is 
often put on tha back. aa tha golf vast

■traps and buckles ars not usually seen 
on the vests of today, aa they ara sup­ 
posed to be fitted so that adjustment of 
this kind Is superfluous. 
It might be well hero to nots some of 
the extremes that havs recently been 
launched in waistcoats.

It is a three button 
effect In bold diagonal stripes, with 
pique edging at the neck.

less. 
A conception for day drats la a 
reversible vest, having a different pat­ 
tern inside and out 
It can be worn om 
either side, really making two vests in 
one. One. by the way, la doubls breast* 
ed and tha other stngle breasted. - An-, 
other vest shown for evening wear has 
but one button, and Is made of white 
duck. Yet another Idea Is a combination 
waistcoat and shirt 
The waistcoat is

With standing

Tt is well to remember th at all 
flowers look better for loosening up a 
trifle and few look well packed tig h t­ 
ly together. 
One of the safe rules to 
follow is to heed the natural grow th 
of 
the 
flower 
whenever possible. 
Flowers th at grow in thick clusters 
are certain to look well in masses, 
while those th at grow singly and far 
apart should not be crowded. 
The 
object should always be to bring out 
the whole beauty of the flowers and 
to let everything else he secondary 
to that. 
Chrysanthemums and sweet peas 
are examples of the few flowers th at 
do 
not 
need 
foliage as a relief. 
Nearly all others look far better amid 
green leaves. 
A trailing green vine 
is often Just the touch th at Is need­ 
ed to soften a stiff arrangem ent. As­ 
paragus fen! is an 
airy, 
feathery 
green, suitable only, for fragile and 
delicate flowers in loose arrange­ 
ment: 
Wood 
sorrel 
has 
delicate 
leaves th at look well w ith sweet peas 
and other small flowers, but as a rule 
a flower’s own foliage suits it best. 
The vases used play an im portant 
part In the success of flower arrange­ 
ment. 
Colorless, transparent vases 
are always safe and sometimes abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
Bowls are beauti­ 
ful for short-stemmed flowers, and 
the cheaper variety are sometimes the 
best. 
An ordinary glass fist globe 
displays the full beauty of the stems 
to far greater advantage than a cut- 
glass rose bowl. 
The colorless glass 
olive bottle, going straight up and 
down, is more to be desired than 
opaque vases, which hlda decorative 
stems. 
Tall, slender vases are suit­ 
able for long-stemmed flowers. 
It is 
said th at the height of long-stemmed 
flowers should be one and one-half 
times the height of the vase. 
Yellow flowers in a dark blue Jar 
are effective, and brilliant red flow­ 
ers look well in the neutral gray 
jam of some of the Japanese ware. 
The purple violet finds its richness 
intensified in a pale yellow jar. Pan­ 
sies and violets both look their best 
in a heavy jar, preferably of cylin­ 
drical shape. 
It Is well not to mix flowers of dif­ 
ferent kinds and different colors. A 
cluster of blossoms all presenting 
the same hue is usually the most ef­ 
fective arrangem ent. 
Some flowers, 
such as the chrysanthemum or a rose, 
when long-stemmed and handsome, 
are set off to advantage when a sin­ 
gle flower alone occupies the vase.
